U. S. Retrenchment 


What last 
night's 
emergency 
meeting of the Hope School Board 
and other local officials and civic 
rpit-escntaUves disclosed was this: 
T5Xost o£ the great growth of the 
local public school system in the 
last decade has been built on state 
aid 
and, since some of 
this 
aid will be revoked a year from 
Bow, we must start today to find 
local tax revenue to replace it. 
I am supposed as a newspaper 
editor to keep abreast of 
public 
affairs, yet I 
confess 
I 
was 
staggered to learn last night the 
extent to which the state govern- 
ment is supporting the Hope pub- 
lic school system. The state fur- 
n»hes 70 per cent of 
the 
local 
budget. 


The reason for my surprise 
is 
that when I was on 
the 
Hope 


School Board about 15 years ago 
the budget was virtually 100 per 
cent local tax money. Even then 
we had about 25 per cent 
rural 


attendance at Hope High School, 
and we were continually squawking 
to the state government that 
it 
had us classified as entirely "ur- 
ban", with no state aid, while 
a 


fine big school system like that at 
Kevins was classified as entirely 
"rural" and therefore got 
about 
flO per cent state aid. 


Back then the Hope school sy- 
stem had only three busses, own- 
ing one and contracting for the 
other one. I think we 
added 
a 


fourth bus during my three-year 
term as a director. 


Today there are 17 busses in the 
Hope school system, 
and so I 


should have known that what we 
talked about 15 years ago — get- 
ting a lot of state aid — had come 
to pass. 


*$ut now the state government it- 
self is short of money, having for- 
given the state ad valorem prop- 
erty tax, 
and 
suffering 
de- 


clines in certain other 
revenue. 


Therefore the amount of state aid 
to be allotted the Hope Special 
School District will be reduced a 
year from now, in the fiscal year 
1950-51 — and we have just 
one 
year of grace in which to adjust 
local school revenues. 


The Hope School Board is com- 
mitted to a policy opposing the 
Wjrent trend of raising the 
tax 


nfiilage rate, electing instead to 
follow 
the 
more 
conservative 
course of equalizing and raising 
assessed values of local property. 
This is a policy that 
we 
also 
advocated for many years, 
and 


one that Cemden and Magnolia are 
following this year. 


The readjustment in assessments 
must be carried through without 
fail. Lip service won't do the job 
— it's got to be tough, rigorous and 
fair, for the institution at stake is 
our public school system and its 
&*sent high level of public ser- 
vice. 


There is a vast injustice to the 
taxpayer in all this, of course — 
for the federal government sits up 
arrogantly in Washington with the 
war four years over and continues 
to claim it has to have a wartime 
peak in federal taxation. Justice 
would seem to demand that 
the 


federal government reduce its tax 
"take" so the state 
and 
local 
institutions can catch up with tax 
needs which were ignored during 
the war. 


Perhaps the emergency now con- 
fronting the local school 
system 


will help impress on the public the 
need for a tough taxpayer's 
at- 
titude toward Washington. 


For the local school bill is one 
tax we are going to have to pay, 
and you know it.

He was wearing 
over his right shoulder the aiguil- 
lette designating his status as a 
White House aide. 
He was accompanied by Col. C. J. 
Mara, assistant military aide, and 
Col. Carl Ristine, a retired colonel

Vaughan read in earnest tones: 
"There is nothing to conceal in 
my record as a public servant. I 
have discharged my duties honest- 
ly and to'the best o£ my ability."

U. S. Industry 
Getting More 
Production

New York, Aug. 30 — (IF)— 
For 


.he first time since last Novem- 
ber the wheels in America's mills 
and factories are turning faster. 
After eight steady months of fall- 


ing output, the industrial pace has 
quickened in August, the federal 
reserve board says today. 


Flanking this pleasant. news are 
reports of increasing steel produc- 
tion, 
record auto output reviving 
department store sales, in New 
York city, and return of workers 
to refrigerator 
plants 
where 
a 


spurt in orders is boosting output. 
The August revival should bring 


industrial production back to about 
the rate of June, the federal re- 
serve board says. The sharp drop 
in July was chalked up largely to 
a postwar development the board 
hasn't yet taken into account when 
adjusting its index to seasonal fac- 
tors—the spread of the vacation 
habit through industry. 


Many 
factories 
were 
closed 
down part of the time in July for 
vacations. 


As a result, the index took a 
steep drop, from 169 in June to 
162 in July. The index, using the 
1935-39 average as 100, reached its 
peak last November at 195, and 
then started skidding. 


The other villian in July was 


was the plunge in steel production'. 
The steel mills operated at 82 per 
cent of capacity during June, but 
dropped to an average of 71 per 
cent of capacity during July. 


Here, too, the board notes happy 
days in August, reporting steel out- 
put back to an average of 83 per- 
cent of. capacity. 
The 
gains 
in- 


creased as the month went along. 
The American Iron and Steel in- 
stitute estimates that 
this 
final 
week will find the mills running 
at 86.3 per cent of capacity, their 
best rate since mid-June.

The government claimed its po- 
lice had played a cat-and-mouse 
game, with the alleged 
conspira- 
tors and waited until they were 
all set to begin the revolution be- 
fore moving in to nab them. 


One of those sentenced to death 
was -Josef Charvat, identified 
by 


friends as chief of security police 
here "during the first republic. 


The government said the politi- 
cal leader of the planned putsch 
was ,;Dr. Jaroslav Borkovec, iden- 
tified as the brother of a former 
chiefi of the Prague police's crim- 
inal investigator section. His broth- 
er was, ousted when the commun- 
ists -took over the government in 
Fetr-jary, 1948. . 


Informed sources said those sen- 
tenced included army and police 
personnel, as well as civilians. 


The trial of the group was re-

weeks in the Prague state court. 
The government said many of the 
accused plea'ded guillty.

to the bank, an American govern- 
ment agency, because he feels he 
cannot wait possiblly six months 
for a credit from the international 
ibank. 


This is the first time the Yugo- 


slav government has turned to the 
United States government for 
a 


direct loan since Tito defied Mas- 
cow's orders some 15 months ago 
and split from the Russian 
blue 


in Western Europe.

familiar 
with the Yugoslav application said 
that thus far there has been no 
sign of opposition from Secretary 
of Defense Johnson.

You can add 
one or more cards lo Ihc 
melds 


of your own side, bul not lo those 
of your opponents. 


The cards score for you i£ you 
meld them; against you if 
they 


are still in your hand 
when 
a 


player goes oiu. The card values 
are: joker, 50; aces and deuces, 
20 each; king down to the 8-spot, 
10 each; 7 down to the black 
3, 


5 each; red three's have a special 
value of their 9\vn. 


The first or initial meld by you 


or your partner must be worth at 
least 50 points. After your score 
roaches 1500, this minimum goes 
up to 90. At the 30.000-point mark, 
it goes up to 120, (game is 50,000) 
a legal initial meld is explained 


After either partner has 
made 


a legal initial meld as explained 
above, either partner may meld by 
previous meld made by his 
side 


or by making any other meld of 
three cards or more. (Each new 
adding *ne or more cards to 
a 


meld o£ three cards or more must 
have at least two natural cards.) 


Yoy meld your cards by placing 


them face up on the 
table 
for' 


scoring. Each meld must include 
at least Iwo natural cards. You 
cannol put down one 8 
and 
a 


deuce and a joker. You can 
put 


down two 8's and either a deuce 
or a joker, and call it three 8's. 
As a matter of fact, you can meld 
two 8'E and Ihree wild cards and 
thus have five 8's; but lo complete 
a Canasla, cards must have al 
least four natural cards and not 
more than three wild cards. 


A Canasta consists o£ seven of 


a kind. You do not have to hold 
your cards up until you gct seven 
o£ a kind in order to score 
the 


•bonus for a Canasla. You can start 
off by putting down, let us say, 
two aces and one wild card mo 
meld can be made with less than 
two natural cards). After the first 
meld you and your partner 
can 


add lo those aces. Your meld re- 
mains spread out on 
the 
table 


until the seventh card is 
added, 


which now forms the Canasta. 


When a meld is made that com- 


pletes a Canasta, 
the 
Canasla 


should be gathered together. Be- 
fore it is closed up, anyone has 
the right to examine il lo make 
sure that it is a Canasta. After 
that, it should not be examined 
by anyone. If il is a natural Ca- 
nasta (one in which no wild cards 
are used), you place a red card 
on top. If it is a Canasta 
made 


up of four or more natural cards 
and the balance wild cards, it is 
gathered together and a black card 
placed on top. 


If a Canasta is made up of four 


red sixes, 
for 
example, 
and 


three wild cards, place a red six 
crosswise on top. Then, when the 
first black six is discarded, ex- 
change it for your red six. 


After a 
Canasta 
has 
been 


formed, you may add to it. Slide 
Ihe added cards to the bottom of 
your Canasta. Added cards do not 
increase the bonus for the Canasta 
but merely add points 
for 
the 


added cards. A natural five-spot 
would add five points, while 
a 


joker would increase 'i$ie value by 
50 points. 


Be careful not to add a 
wild 


card to a natural Canasta, 
be- 


cause if you do, yoii now have a 
mixed Canasta, and you will 
be 


entitled to the 
300-point 
bonus 


but not the 500-point bonus.
